democracy, and the building of railroads and 
steamships. Thus, the three great men of that 
time were Watt, Washington and Stephenson. 

My purpose this week is to impress upon read¬ 
ers that future history may show we are now 
entering a third great industrial revolution. This 
could come from the harnessing of uranium, the 
development of labor unions, accompanied by 
the redistribution of property, and the possibili¬ 
ties of aviation. The three men responsible for 
these developments were Einstein, Roosevelt and 
the Wr.ght brothers. The first two industrial 
revolutions, with the exception of the discoveries 
of Columbus, were largely confined to nations 
and bounded by national lines. 


In 1950 entire tomato crops 
were lost due to tomato blight. 
To prevent a recurrence of the 
tomato blight this year, especi¬ 
ally in view of rainy weather of 
recent weeks, a spraying pro¬ 
gram should get underway at 
once This will prevent the ap¬ 
pearance of the blight.

POOR DETECTING 

The Army has wisely abolished a pamphlet 
"How to Spot a Communist." which was issued 
by Intelligence personnel. The booklet included 
a variety of words such as "Colonialism." “pro¬ 
gressive" and "materialist" which might serve 
as clues to detecting a communist. 

They rescinded the pamphlet on the ground 
that it "was not appropriate for the purpose for 
which it was intended when originally publish¬ 
ed.” In addition, it was probably ineffective 
Excent ip the case? of heehnirzl la^gurgc used :r. 
the professional fields, the common vocabulary 
of most people today is so wide that spotting a 
few words and claiming they are a “clue" to a 
suspicious political affiliation is pretty insub¬ 
stantial sleuthing. 

Everyone is familiar with the militant vocabu¬ 
lary in the news bulletins from Russian news¬ 
papers, but even that might be suspected of be¬ 
ing a sort of official language comparable to the 
formal statements our own government issues. 

Quilt by vocabulary is the sort of condemna¬ 
tion to be avoided whether it’s a case of a man's 
using "ain’t,” or "am 1 not" in a social setting or 
his using "egg head" or plutocrat" in a political 
gathering.

THREE CYCLES OF PROGRESS 
By Roger Babson. Economist 

Since President Eisenhower's great address at 
Pennsylvania State University of last week. I 
have been much more hopeful of the years 
ahead.

FRANKFORT. Ky., Junp 27— 
Kentucky’s travel industry am¬ 
ounted to $523,501,568 during 
1954 according to a report made 
to Governor Lawrence W. Weth- 
erby by Mack Sisk. Director of 
the Division of Publicity. The 
figure represents an increase of 
$61,422,009 over the 1953 travel 
industry figure. 

"The 1954 record travel ind¬ 
ustry figure for the first time 
exceeded the 500-million-dollar 
goal set eight years ago by state 
officials and the Kentucky Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. All indications 
point to an increase in the value 
of the tourist industry to the 
state during 1955 Kentucky's 
total income from the travel in¬ 
dustry for the past eight years 
has amounted to S2,583.799.088.” 
Sisk’s report said. 

The following figures indicate 
the growth of the travel trade in 
Kentucky during the past eight 
vear period: 1947—$161,74.152; 
1948 - $184,160,400; 1949 - $228, 
856.874; 1950 - $293,201,607; 1951; 
$336,420,040; 1952 - $393,804,064; 
$533.5; 1953 - $462,079,559. and 
1954 - -$53,501,568. 

Sisk explained that the for¬ 
mula used in estimating the tra¬ 
vel figure is the same one that | 
has been used since 1947 when 
the first estimate was made. 

A card survey of persons who 
requested Kentucky tourist in- 
fa rmation during the year pro¬ 
duced a 13 6 per cent reply from 
visitors who reside in 32 states 
and Canada to such questions as. 
“How many days did you spend 
in Kentucky,” and ”How much 
money did you spend while in 
Kentucky?” The cards are one 
of the factors used in computing 
the travel industry figure. 

Sisk said, ‘‘the state is continu¬ 
ing a vigorous travel promotion 
program in order that outsiders 
may learn more about Kentuc¬ 
ky’s attractions. Through nation¬ 
al advertising and promotional 
efforts more and more people are 
coming to Kentucky for travel 
and vacation enjoyments." 

Going hand in hand with the 
increased travel industry has been 
the increase in state park atten¬ 
dance. Conservation Commiss¬ 
ioner Henry Ward announced 
that an estimate 3,573.000 per¬ 


sons visited the state parks during 
the fiscal period of 1953-54. In 
1947 this figure was 373.589. Last 
year's attendance was a gain of 
311.500 over the total of 1952-53.

children of seventh and 
eight grade level lead some of 
Kentucky’s schools to new app¬ 
roaches to learning. 

This approach in Kentucky is 
called "Core.” and it not only 
bridges the gap between elem¬ 
entary' and high school, but it 
also gives the teacher an exce¬ 
llent opportunity for individual 
guidance. It gives the teacher a 
chance to teach attitudes, habits, 
democratic processes, and to stim¬ 
ulate a desire for learning. Core 
provides the place for reviewing 
and developing the basic skills 
it increases the general know¬ 
ledge of the student. 

This “Miracle Method" works 
around personal and group pro¬ 
blems. cuts across traditional 
subject-matter fields, stimulates, 
satisfies and teaches the young 
student, demands a specially qu¬ 
alified teacher, consumes a large 
block of the school day. and pro¬ 
duces as an end product a child 
with desirable personal, social, 
and intellecutal traits. 

Frequently the core class cen¬ 
ters around social studies. For 
example, in answering a ques¬ 
tion such as “'How can our city 
meet its transportation and park¬ 
ing problems?” Interviewing, 
library research, discussing read¬ 
ing, writing, spelling and other 
language work become important 
and necessary to the child. 

A core class in a large junior 
high school, realizing there was 
no school magazine or newspaper 
became interested in starting 
one in their own group as a 
place for their personal and

OBITUARY 


To Get New HuiMiiigs 


FRANKFORT Ky., June 27— 
A $3,500,000 building program in 
state parks to be financed by the 
isuance of revenue bonds has 

been approved by the Stale 
Property and Buildings Commis¬ 
sion. Governor Lawrence Weth¬ 
erby announced here today. 

The program includes the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Carter Caves State Park—50- 
room lodge, dining room and 

lounge and 15 vacation cottages. 

Pine Mountain State Park—35- 
room lodge, dining room and 

lounge and 15 vacation cottages. 

Dewey Lake State Park—35- 
room lodge, dining room and 

lounge and 25 vacation cottages. 

Natural Bridge State Park—15 
vacation cottages. 

General Butler State Park—7 
vacation cottage c. 

Lake Cumberland State Park— 
new 35-room lodge, dining room 
and lounge and 15 vacation cot¬ 
tages. 

Pennyrile Forest State Park— 
30-room addition to present lodge 
and 10 vacation cottages. 

Kentucky Dam Village—new 
60-room lodge, dining room and 
lounge to replace existing tempor¬ 
ary lodges. 

Governor Wetherby said that 
Kentucky investment firms have 
assured the Building Commission 
of which he is chairman, that op¬ 
erating experiences in the Ken- 
tukey park system indicate that 
revenue bonds to finance the new 
program would find a ready mar¬ 
ket. 

Governor Wetherby announced 
three weeks ago that funds have 
been allocated for a 50-room 
lodge, dining room and lounge at 
General Butler park. Architects 
for this building have been re¬ 
tained, and final plans are ex¬ 
pected to be completed so that 
construction can be started this 
summer. The lodge will be lo¬ 
cated on a bluff overlooking the 
lake at the park, with a view of 
both the Kentucky and Ohio 
river valleys. 

“It is our plan to expedite sale 
of the revenue bonds so that the 
new projects can be started and 
placed in operation next season 
If possible.” the governor added. 
“Our objective is to have a lodge 
and at least 25 cottages in each 
of the major vacation parks. 

“The program is based on 
recommendations by Henry - Ward, 
c-ommisioner of conservation, un¬ 
der whose direction Kentucky’s 
state park system has been de¬ 
veloped since 1948 The business¬ 
like operation of the parks has at¬ 
tracted nation-wide attention. At¬ 
tendance has climbed from rela¬ 
tively few persons to almost 4.- 
000,000 persons last year, and re¬ 
ceipts from park operation have 
risen from $175,000 in 1947 to an 
estimated $2,040,000 this year. 

‘"The value of the tourist in¬ 
dustry to Kentucky has been 
demonstrated conclusively. The 
State Chamber of Commerce esti¬ 
mates that expenditures for tra¬ 
vel and recreation have now 
climbed to $523,000,000 a year. 
Profits from that rich industry 
go into many pockets, and the 


state treasury benefits from taxe.- 
paid directly to the state by- 
tourists and from improved in¬ 
comes of Kentuckians. 

•‘The building of the tourist 
industry helps Kentucky meets 
its responsibilities in the fields of 
ed' ation and public welfare. 
M re dollars brought in from 
outside bv tourists will help the 
s! ite pay lor the Minimum Foun¬ 
dation Program for educating and 
other services without new state 
taxes.” 

Governor Wetherby added that 
the issuance of revenue bonds to 
finance construct' in of the reve¬ 
nue-producing lodges and vaca¬ 
tion cottages will release state 
funds for the development of new 
state parks and the improvement 
of facilities in other parks. 

"Na cnc car. r.cw dispute the 
value of the travel dollar to Ken¬ 
tucky,” he continued. "This new 
program will go a long way 
toward elevating Kentucky to the 
top in the nation in the fight to 
get our share of this great in¬ 
dustry.”
